TEL AVIV. — A teachers’ strike 
next month is inevitable, and this 
time even a peace treaty will not 
bring the teachers back to their 
classrooms without a new work con- 
tract, 

This was the measage that leaders 
of the Teachers’ Union brought to un- 
jon representatives from around the 
country who gathered at Beit Berl 
yer and which these represen- 
tatives, in turn, will bring to the 
teachers’ room in each achool.

When removing ticks from dogs it is 

important to do so without squashing 

them, he added. 

He appealed to residents of Ein 
Karem in particular to see a doctor 
immediately in any case of fever or 
rash, or to contact the District 
Health Office, 86 Rehov Yafo, 
telephone 247211. 

Dr. Tommy Blumenteld, the 
Jerusalem veterinary officer, told 
Phe Post that with every dog licence, 
the owner is given a booklet describ- 
ing the illness and telling the owner 
how to prevent it. He too, stressed 
that doga should be kept from roam- 
ing the streets and they should be 
kept clean and sprayed or powdered, 
especially in the summer. All dogs 
should be under the supervision of a 
veterinarian, for their own welfare 
and that of their owners, he said. 

Other authorities have pointed out 
that ‘those who are likely to come in 
contact with ticks should examine 
their bodies and clothing. Since the 
tick often only attaches itself to a 
body after several hours, this is es- 
pecially important. The danger of in- 
fection is also increased with the 
amount of time the tick remains on 
the hody. . 

The tick should be removed with a 
piece of paper or even ἃ forceps 
which is subsequently sterilized. 
After removing ticks, one should 
wash one's hands.

Peled appeal rejected by Supreme Court’ 


The ie Court yesterday re- 
jected the appeal of David Peled, 
former director of the Customs and 
Excise Department, against his con- 
viction on charges of bribery and 
fraud, and on the severity of the 
sentence. Peled was sentenced in the 
Jerusalem District Court last 
December to five years in jail and 
1L420,000 in fines. 

The court said Peled had severely 
impaired the mora? standards of 
Israeli society and expressed ita 
hope that his fate would serve as a 
“warning and deterrent to civil ser- 
vants for whom honesty must be 
paramount in their work in the 
public service.”” 

Peled, who headed the customs 
department from 1964, was con- 
victed' in District Court on several 
charges of receiving bribes, illegal 
possession of foreign currency, and 
fraud. The most serious offence, the 
Supreme Court said, was the receipt 


of bribes totalling $37,000 from the 
late international financier William 
Robinson. : 

Peled was also found guilty of 
accepting goods and special favours 
from the Fiat agency and the 8. 
Friedman firm in Jerusalem. In one 
instancé, he received IL8,000 in 
credit from Fiat for a period of six 
months without interest. The court 
ruled that this constituted bribery. 
In another case he traded in a 19738 
model for a new 1975 car and paid 
only IL800 to cover the difference. 
The court also found that Peled had 


- received a bribe from the Friedman 


company in 1970 in the form of an 
oven. 

Along with its rejection of Peled’s 
appeal, the court also turned down 
the state's appeal against the lenien- 
cy of the sentence. The bench also 
took into consideration the fact that 
Peled's wife recently became very 
ill. (Itim)

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Namibia talks conclude - 
without compromise 


PRETORIA. — Western foreign 
ministers ended talks with the South 
Afriean government yesterday on 
the future of disputed South West 
Africa. (Namibia), apparently 
without reaching any final agrée- 
ment. 

South Africa, which has ruled the 
rmineral-rich territary for more than 
60 years, could face UN world trade 
sanctions in the absence of an accep- 
table agreement. 

Yesterday's meetings were 
regarded as a last-ditch effort to 
forge a solution to the dispute. South 
African Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
had told reporters as he arrived for 
the talks: ‘‘The problems have now 
reached such serious proportions 
that there is doubt whether we will 
be able to overcome them." 

After the final session, Botha said: 
“The West has made certain 
proposals. They will be further con- 
sidered by the South African govern- 
ment and the government will make 
its decision known, possibly 
tomorrow.” 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, speaking for the five Western 
ministers — who were due to leave 
last night — said: “We don’t believe 
it is appropriate for us to make any 
comment on the details of these 
proposals until the South African 
governraent has reached its con- 
clusion." 

Diplomatic sources said there was 
a measure of agreement on the most 
critical issue: how to reconcile South 
African plans for elections in the 
territory in December with UN 
proposals for an internationally- 
supervised ballot next year. 

The foreign ministers of the U.S., 
Britain, West Germany, and 
Canada, plus the French deputy 
foreign minister, had debated the 


whole problem with the South 
African government in three days of

Leaders of six political parties In 
South West Africa were hurriedly 
flown to Pretoria last night for talks 
with the government. A spokesman 
for Premier Pieter Botha said the 
five's proposals would be put to the 
leaders yesterday and that 
the cabinet planned to discias their 
response today and issue a state- 
ment afterwards. 

A major probiem is representation 
for the SWAPO guerrilla group. 
which has been raiding South West 
Africa and which is not among the 
parties invited to Pretoria. 

Informed sources in the South 
African capital said it was believed 
the Western team had proposed a 
compromise by which South Africa 
would go ahead with its controver-

Diplomatic sources said a

China massing troops on 
border, Vietnam charges 


HONG KONG. — Vietnam yesterday 
accused China of massing troops and 
building fortifications along their 
common border in a bid to lend 
moral! support to Cambodia. 

The Vietnam news agency (VNA), 
quoting the army daily, ‘“Quandoi 
Nhan Dan,” alao charged that more 
than 10 Cabodian divisions were pois- 
ed along the border under the com- 
mand of Chinese advisers. VNA 
quoted reports as saying that 
Chinese aircraft had been sent to 
Cambodia “for the war against Viet- 
nam." 

The paper said: “While alleging 
intense efforts by Vietnam to 
prepare for 8 massive offensive 
against Kampuchea (Cambodia), 
China is massing many divisions and 
large quantities of hardware within 
eight or 10kms, from the Vietnam- 
China border.

Analysts following the war from 
Bangkok, Hong Kong and elsewhere 
have noted a build-up of Vietnamese 
troops along the border and some 
have predicted a Vietnamese inva~ 
sfon after the monsoon waters 
recede later thia year. Cambodia has 
been warned of an impending Viet- 
namese invasion. 


Radio Phnom Penh yesterday said 
Cambodian forces killed and cap- 
tured a large number of Vietnamese 
in fighting during the first 10 days of 
October.

The government has been describ- 
ed in the Swedish press as the 
weakest in Europe because it hag 
only 39 of the 349 pariilamentary 
Seats and only 11 months left before 
national elections next September.

Esfahan’s Jews — ‘such a dirty people’

ESFAHAN, Iran (AP). — They cannot bathe in 
71 of Estahan's 72 public baths. Their solled dish- 
e3 are often segregated from those of. other 
customers in restaurants and cafes. Many anx- 
iously escort their young to school, hoping to 
shield them from the occasional cruel, childish 
taunts that can acar for life. 

These are the Jews of Esfahan, descendants of 
wandering ancestors who mixed the soil of an- 
glent Jerusalem with that of Aspadana, and now 

ive in a country where Islam is supreme. "i 

There were 15,000 Jews in this central Iranian 
city in 1348. Only about 4,000 remain, The others 
left for Teheran, the Iranian capital, Israel and 
other: places in search:of.a better life..: : 


“signed*peopte know you" ape YE Few.there 
probleri” says Ber Rati ert,” unofficial’ 
doyen of Esfahan's dwindling Jewish communi- 
ty. “Not from the government, but from the peo- 
ple. Sometimes our children are taunted on the 
way to school and sometimes they are beaten. It 
is impossible to win an argument with a Mosiem 
if you have to go to the police or courts."” 

“Why do we stay?" he asked aloud. “Because 
we have ifved here for 2,500 years.” 


Esfahan is 490 kms, south of Teheran on 2 
mountain-ringed plateau that alternates 
between lush splashes of green farmiand and 
sun-parched earth. Jews reportedly first settled 
here in 700 B.C.E., when exiled by Babylonian 
king Nebuchadnezzar. Others came to Esfahan, 
then known as Aspadana, from Babylon. and 
Jerusalem during the reign of-Cyrus the Great. 

The tomb of the biblical Esther, the young 
Jewish girl who pleaded with King Ahasuerus 
(Xerxes) for just treatment of her people and 
wound up queen.af the Achaementian kingdom, 
still stands today, located northwest of Estahan 
in Hamadan. 

Mayer!, 62, said that some of the ancient elders 
brought soil from Jerusalem with them on their 
long trek. They mixed it with Esfahan's earth 


and it smelled like the holy city they had left. So . 


they stayed. Today. 80-100,000 Jews are believed 
to be living in Iran. 

‘The history of the Jews can be seen in the Ira- 
nian national emblem, he claimed.

For companies the tax on real 
appreciation is a flat 81 per cent. 

Of course, the coat.of im- 
provements in the property, and 
other expenses such as lawyer's 
fees, transfer fees, agent's com- 
missions, property tax etc., as well 
as depreciation of the property, will 
be taken into account in calculating 
inflationary and real appreciation.

As for the term ‘individual 
dwelling,"" this is defined in the Law 
as being a dwelling used mainly for 
residential purposes and owned by

The Law goes on to 
Jay down that the. sale of an in- 
dividual dwelling is exempt from ap- 
preciation tax if the sale price ddes 
not exceed 114,200,000 (a figure that 
changes each year in accordance 
with the consumer price index), If 
the sale price exceeds this max- 


on the sum in excess’ of 111,200,000 
only. But the sale of an individual 
dwelling for more than two million 
pounds will be fully taxable. 

There is, however, a reservation in 
the. case of all dwellings sold for 
More than IL-1,200,000: if the person 
who sells the dwelling buys another 
one, within one year, for himself to 
live in, at a price no less than that 
which he received for his previous 
apartment, then the payment of the ᾿ 
appreciation tax is deferred until he 
eventually selis his apartment 
without buying another. 

I: should be noted that a person who 
sells an ‘individual dwelling’’ for up 
to the 11,200,000 maximum does not 
have to buy another apartment in 
order to be exempted from the ap- 
preciation tax. In other words, if you 
sell your apartment “‘cheaply"’ for 
up to 1121.200,000 and emigrate, or if 
you decide to live in a tent and 
become a millionaire (but beware, 
not a multimillionaire), you will not 
have to pay any appreciation tax — 
on condition, of course, that your 
apartment comes within the defini- 
tion of an “individual dwelling.” 

And that is often where the rub 
Hes. For the definition requires that 
neither you, nor your spouse, possess 
another apartment, and that you, or 
a member of your family (that is 
your spouse, or parents, or grand- 
parents, or children, or siblings) 
moust have lived in the apartment 
“for the greater part of the year.”

For there are internal 
directives issued by the Director of 
Land Appreciation Tax aimed at 
mitigating such hardships. 

For example, anyone who lets his 
apartment while studying abroad 
will not have to pay the appreciation 
tax if he sells it immediately upon 
his return, in accordance with such 
internal directives. The trouble is 
that these directives are not publish- 
ed, and not even all lawyers are 
aware of their exiatence. There is 
algo, for cases of extreme hardshfp, 
ἃ secret fund, established by the 
Treasury in 1976. However, no one, 
except apparently a few select of- 
fictais, really knows what the exact 
criteria are for receiving assistance 
from this fund, even if they know of 
its existence. But Jet us not be car- 
ping. 45 there is such a fund, 
whatever its legal basis may be, then 


* there is at least some chance of get- 


ting relief for the distressed. 

So whenever there appears to be 
ἃ real case of hardship, the best ad- 
vice is to appeal to the Director of 
Land Appreciation Tax. You 
be lucky and find that the tax 
authorities do have mercy in their 
hearts after all.

Electric Wire and. Cable reports higher 
sales volume but lower profit margins _

TEL AVIV. — Electric Wire and 
Cable Co. in {ts recent annual report 
for the year ending March 31, 1878 
reported a 50 per cent rise in sales, to 
over IL200m. Profits, however, were 
down by some 20 per cent, to IL4.2m. 
More encouraging is the fact that the 
company's exports rose more than 
fourfold, to stand at $im. This was 
particularly satisfying as in the 
period under review world-wide 
supplies vastly outstripped demard. 

The company has not paid any 
cash dividends since the 1974/75 
period but it has maintained its an- 
nual bonus share payment at 16 per 
cent. 

EWC was founded in 1934 by a 
group of engineera who had im- 
migrated from Germany. In the 
1960s control of the company, which 


was up til} then in the hands of large 
British companies, passed to the jn- 
vestment companies of Bank Leumi 
and the Discount Bank. 

In 1983 the company went public. 
Today it is owned jointly by the 
Israel Corporation and the Discount 
Investment Corp. The company 
specializes In the production of a 
broad range of electric wires and 
cables which meets the needs of the 
local market. In recent years it has 
diversified into the production of 
telephone cables and high- 
temperature-resistant wires. 

Start-up costs of the company's 
new pliant in Ma’alot, as well as high 
financing expenses, have created a 
drag on profits. In spite of their dif- 
ficulties the company is generally 
regarded as a model producer in its 
field in terms of equipment and 
sophisticated products.

British travel agent charges that... 


Eilat popular despite officials

If Eilat has ἃ record number of 
tourists this year, and there ig every 
indfeation it will, the accomplish- 
ment may well be in spite of, rather 
than because of the tourism and 
local authorities, an agent active in 


- bringing tourists from Britain said 
" yesterday. 


In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post Rafi Caplin of 
Twickenham Travel Lid. of London 
said he was sure that if those in 
charge ever travelled ike an or- 
ainary passenger, there would be 
changes immediately. The Eilat 
airport is not only crowded and un- 
comfortable, he charged, but it has 
even had to turn away prospective 
flights because it had no room for 
them. 

He pointed that out that inter- 
national passengers from Eilat have 
to pay a 1L.175 alrport fee, as do those 
leaving Ben-Gurion Airport. But 
while the Ben-Gurion passenger is 
provided with a restaurant, snack 
bar, and one of the world's better 
duty-free shops, the traveller from 
Eilat does not even have ἃ clean rest - 
room or enough seats to sit down. He 


. uses the same facilities as the local 


Passenger, who does not pay the tax. 


He added that last year Transport 
Ministry officials promised that the 
airport would be expanded. Only 
now, he noted, at the begining of the 
Eilat season, have the alterations 
been started, causing part of the pre- 
sent terminal tp be closed. 

The Eilat municipality is 8150 com- 
placent about tourists, he says, even 
though they are the city’s prime 
source of income. The beaches are 
left dirty and there is little entertain- 
ment offered to the visitor. Any con- 
struction work constitutes a vast 
eyesore on the landscape, 
sometimes for a number of years. 

He pointed out that many of the 
hotel workers who come to Eilat do 


so because they have had difficulties 
in thelr work elsewhere. They are 
thus far from perfect employees. 
But, he added, the municipality has 
done little to encourage Eilatis to go 
into the tourism industry. . - 

True, he noted, the high school 
does have a tourism course, and he 
himself brought the students to 
England for a two-week 
course last year. But, he said, they 
complained that they had only been 


Among the problems that can 
drive a travel crazy are 


those that seem to stem from pure 
inefficiency by officials. Rafi 
Caplin reported that shortly 
before a conference of travel 
agents, which he had arranged, he 


asked the Israel Tourist Office for 
1,000 posters of Eilat. "Don't be 
silly," the answer came, “ὍΤΕ can’ 
give you 20 or 20 at the most." On 
another occasion last year he ask- 
ed for pictures of Eilat. When they 
came, they were all stamped with 
-the date — 1987. 


given instructions on how to be hotel 
reception clerks, with no other areas 
of the industry covered. 

Etlat is popular, but that is 
because agencies such ag his own 
have spent millions making it so, he 
said. His own company spent some 
ILim. in promoting Israel last year. 
It brought reporters to the Red Sea- 
port with little or no help from the 
Government Tourist Office. 

In fact, he sald, the tourism 
authorities seem alt too interested in 
gathering up statistics which have 
little relevance to the industry. 
Many of the so-called tourists, in- 
cluding those who come on some 
charters, never see ἃ hotel room but 
stay with relatives. he said. 

His own company, which 
specializes in the so-called ‘‘general 
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market,"* sella only charter holidays 
in which the package includes at 
least bod and breakfast, He also at- 
tacked what he described as fic- 
titious holiday deala In which the 
agent — or even the Government 
Tourist Office — advertises a very 
low price package which is available 
in Hmited numbers, with less than © 
ideal accommodation. 

Before his agency began to push 
Ellat, Caplin said, the Israel Govern: _ 
ment Tourist Office in Britain told 
them that the British public had 


᾿ never heard of Ellat and that it was . 


“not suitable’ for British visitors. - 
Later, he said, in the Tourist Office 
campaigns, his own agency, which 
Jast year brought 2,200 visitors to | 
Eilat. was ignored while other com- - 
panies which later decided not to in- 
elude Efiat in their itinerary were - 
given advertising subsidies. οὶ 

In fact, he added, the Tourist Of- 
fice only iriformed him of its 
own advertising campaign two days . 
before it was to begin. As a result he 
could not even reap any benefit by . 
placing his own newspaper ads near 
other ads featuring Israel. His agen- ~ 
ey's brochures are distributed by the 
Tourist Office, he noted, but the 
latter waited until they ran out of 
brochures before asking for more. . 
Then, he added, instead of simply _ 
asking for them, the official .

“It's a small thing,” Caplin sald, 
“but a little courtesy would really 
help to smooth things over. In fact,

National freedom linked to independence from foreign oil supplies 
Sweden may opt for nuclear energy

STOCKHOLM. — Nuclear power 
must become one of Sweden's main 
sources of energy, if not the main 
source, by the year 2000. There is no 
alternative at present on the horizon. 
‘This was stated here recently by 
Offictals of--ASEA (The. General 
Swedish Electric:-Company), who 
added: ‘We don't want to get caught 
again, as we were in 1972, due to the 
Middle-East situation, with an oil 
boycott. That taught us a lesson we 
won't easily forget, and the essence 
of that lesson is that Sweden, if it 
-wants to remain an independent 
country, must not be dependent on 
foreign sources of energy. Otherwise 
the -political situation in some far- 
away country can suddenly turn off 
all the lights here." - 
The problem, ASEA officials ad- 
mit, igs that a great number of 
Swedes are against nuclear energy. 
Some even talk.about closing down 
the half a dozen or so nuclear power 
Plants in the country which’ now 
supply about five per cent of the 
energy. ἢ 
The biggest energy source at pre- 
sent is oi] — sone 75 per cent, This is 
followed by hydroelectric power — 
eight per cent, and by nuclear 
energy, with the rest coming from a 
variety of small sources. By the year 
2000, ASEA wants to see the role of 
. petroleum cut back tremendously, to 
take a role about equal to that of 
nuclear energy. : : 
But many Swedes are deathly 
afraid of building more nuclear

Most 
objections come, ASEA officials 
note, not from a plant blowing up 
inte a “Hiroshima”, but from the 
problem of of the waste 
materials from nuclear plants. 

ASEA is now trying to convince 
public opinion that it has devised 
ways and methods of placing these 
wastes in specially designed con- 
tainers which can ‘withstand the 
elements for an endless period." 
tThese containers, if they ever do 
burst open due to an earthquake or 
some other untoward act, would 
poison the vicinity with dangerous 
radiation.) But in addition to the con- 
tainers, ASEA officials believe that 
Sweden has enough vast and un- 
inhiabited spaces where the con- 
tainers can be buried, that even if 
this does happen. the danger could 
be brought quickly under control. 

The officials admit that there is 
one major alternative to oj] and 
nuclefr energy, and that is coal. 
“But coal is a dirty fuel, causing 
ecological problems. Moreover, 
“Sweden has to import coal as it has 
to import oil. “This would again 
make us dependent on outside 
sources." Natural gas would also 
have to be imported. 

On the other hand, uranium to fuel 
the nuclear power plants is found in 
huge quantities in Sweden. As 8 
matter of fact, 80 per cent of all the 
uranium in Europe is found in 
Sweden, and this amount constitutes 
about 15 per cent of the worid's 
known reserves.

tance. It is only natural that they should engage not only the 
public's interest, but the main attention of our political leaders 
ag well, This, however, is no reason for the cabinet, which is not 
all made up of foreign ministers, to take leave of its mandatory 


duties. 


A principal duty of cabinet members not directly involved in 
the peace negotiations would at thia time seem to be to prepare 
for the transition to peace with Egypt. In Egypt itself, there are 
indications that plans are already being made, and steps are be- 
ing taken, to meet the new situation. 

Not so in Israel. It is plain enough now that the establishment 
of peace will itself require an immense economic effort. Yet the 
magnitude of the challenge dictated by Israel's special cir- 
cumstance js in inverse proportion to the preparations that are 


so far in evidence. 


In the economic sphere there is no sign nor signal of anything 
that merits the title of official policy. Perhaps it is the leck of 
policy that allows the management of the economy to be handl- 
ed by the bureaucracy in routine fashion, so that the recent 
departure of some ministers from their posts is not even felt.

TT 15 SAID of Britain's late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. J.H. Hertz, that he 
“never despaired of finding a 
problem 
when all other possibilities had 
failed."' An aggressive and 
dominating personality, Hertz was 
something all too rare in this day and 
age — the kind of Orthodox rabbi 
who has the courage of his convic- 
tions and will allow no one, neither 
lay leader nor other rabbi, to prevent 
him from and acting on 
them, 

If such men are uncommon in the 
Diaspora, they are virtually non- 
existent here, where they are most 
needed. Halachie scholars we have 
in abundance, but religious leadera 
worthy of respect and capable of in- 
— the masses are sadly lack- 


This generation of the Redemption 


|. is bereft of the type of rabbi who has 


been broadly educated, sets a moral 
lead, studies contemporary 
problems and iasues, and is not 
afraid to tackle them — even if this 
may bring him into conflict with 
vested interests and a host of jealous 


| and incompetent little men. 


Why, in the sovereign State of 
Ysrael of all places, should we tace 
such a situationfi Is it possible that 
three million Israeli Jews are in- 
capable of producing effective 
spiritual leaders? For some clues to 
the nature of this problem we need 
only look around us in a city like 
Jerusalem. 

Religious citizens in one district 
find ‘a perfectly acceptable, con- 
scientious rabbi living in their midst, 
but then have another foisted upon 
them because their own rabbi lecks 
the necessary political credentials. 

In a second neighbourhood, where 


| the city council (with typical lack of 


foresight or stupidity) made no 
provision for a synagogue, religious 
Kindergarten or school, angry 
citizens with no rabbi at all to guide 
them must fight for their elementary 
rights, watched by apathetic 
“veligious" parties that do nothing to 
help except a month or two before 
the municipal elections. . 

. And if, by some miracie, a man 
with semichah shows sympathy with 
thelr pHght, he almost invariably 
fails to speak up for fear of imperill- 
ing his livelihood.

RELIGIOUS Inraelis have become 
so accustomed to this obnoxious 
“status quo’ that they tend to shrug 
their shoulders. Yet it is our rab- 
binate, financed by the taxpayer and 
answerable to all who care about 
Israel's moral and spiritual future. 
Inaction and a policy of “‘leave tt to 
the Religious Council” will never 
bring about long cverdue changes 
and improvements. 

The fact is that while mediocrities 
sit In far too many Poi ot 
religious authority, men of real abili- 
ty are deterred from entering the 
rabbinic Held for the worst of all 
possible reasons. Some, born and 
educated here, are simply disgusted 
with the whole mess into which the 
conduct of religious affairs hes 
descended. Others. immigrants 
from Western lands with un- 
impeachable Orthodox credentials, 
are unofficially barred — often 
because they have committed the 


“sin" of taking a university degre: 
Character, qualities of leadership, 
even learning — these are not 


enotigh: to be a com- 
βῆμα manta arenes by ne ag ke 
religious office. 

That is why a former Chief Rabbi 
of South Africa is qualified to be 
deputy mayor of Jerusalem but not 
one of those “insiders” 
who may exercise rabbinical 
authority in Israel's capital. For the 
same reason, many brilliant 
graduates from overseas accept 
teaching posts.at Bar-Dlan and other 
universities here when thelr ex- 

- perience and talents could be used 
even more effectively elsewhere in

WHEN DOES one hear the authentic 
voice of the rabbinate on major 
socia] issues?
